originated in the United States. It 
Presents no difficulty to the United 
States so far as supplies grown or 
manufactured withi own boun- 
daries are concerned, In addition to 
this, nearly everything which is pro: 
duced in North and South America 
Contes into contact with the “United 
States in some way through Ameri: 
fan ownership, or ageney, or finance 
oF transportation.
